PRESIDENT WILSON SAYS NA- 
TION THAT WITHDRAWS 


BETRAYS HUMAN RACE. 


Paris, June 2.—Facing thousands of 
white crosses marking the graves of 
American soldiers in the beautiful 
little cemetery or Suresnes, overlook- 
ing Paris, President Wilson flung 
a challenge Friday to the opponents 
of the League of Nations, in the 
course of his memorial day address. 

“You are aware that the standards 
of the old order are attempting to re- 
assert, themselves,” thepresident said. 
Declaring that these standards are 
the roots of war he added: “Any man 
who so counsels is an advocate of a 
renewal of war, for if this is not the 
final fight, there will be another which 
will -be final.” 

The League of Nations, the. presi- 
dent said, is a covenant to insure that 
the men who gave their lives in bat- 
tle did not die in vain. “The nation 
drawing out of this common agree: 
ment,” he said, “would betray the 
human race. As Union soldiers gave 
their lives for the freedom of the 
American nation, these men gave 
theirs for.the freedom of the world.”

sum the wages of the train crews, 
and the army of men who are connect- 
ed with the operations of the daily 
trains operated both east and west- 
bound on this three thousand mile run 
the enterprise of the C.P.R. in put- 
ting on this train can be more thor- 
oughly realized. As Mr. E. W. 
Beatty stated in his recent presiden- 
tial address to shareholders, the C.P. 
R. is fortunate in having steadily 
built up its equipment in the lean 
years, so that it is in a position to do 
things on a scale which would be im- 
possible to any other railway in Can- 
ada. 

The new train, for instance, will 
require fifty-nine sleeping cars, the 
value of which at present prices is 
approximately $2,478,000. Fifteen 
fully equipped dining oars are neces- 
sary, and these would cost today 
$750,000. The twelve observation 
cars required would cost $480,000, the 
five compartment cars $210,000, the 
12 baggage cars $180,000, and the 24 
locomotives $1,464,000, making a to- 
tal of $5,762,000 on a very conserva- 
tive estimate. The labor cost is less 
easy to compute, but the train itself 
will absorb twelve train crews, and 
twenty-four engine crews. 

Although the train will undoubted- 
ly be used largely by tourists, its 
special value will be to business men 
to whom time means so much on a 
trip, say from Toronto or Montreal 
to Winnipeg and the West.

“To all maintenance of way em- 
ployes on C.P.R. and Canadian Na- 
tional western lines: 

“It has come to our notice that 
some of our men are being intimidat- 
ed and are leaving their work and 
joining the sympathetic strike. This 
is in direct violation of our agree- 
ments and entirely contrary to our 
constitution and laws, and weakens 
our prestige as an organized and law- 
abiding body. We advise you to re- 
main at your work. We, as your gen- 
eral chairmen acting under instruc- 
tions from grand lodge, are the only 
constituted authority for. calling 
strikes in our organization. Should 
any member participate in an un- 
authorized strike he takes the law 
into his own hands, and cannot get 
the protection previously given him. 
So be well advised and stay at your 
work. Representatives of all engi- 
neers, firemen, conductors, trainmen 
and maintenance of way are now in 
session, trying to bring the parties 
together, so that an amicable settle- 
ment may be reached. The company 
will not require you to perform work 
which you are not required to do 
under normal conditions.

The message is the culmination of 
a series of telegraphic despatches 
between Mr. Corley and the  post- 
master general, the Ottawa govern- 
ment exhibiting the firm and express 
determination that the’ business of 
the country shall not be tied up again 
without reason by a _ sympathetic 
strike of postal employes. 

CHANCE FOR RETURNED MEN. 

As a result, Mr. Corley has no op- 
tion but to proceed at once to em- 
ploy other permanent men to take 
the place of the strikers.

CALGARY. 


June 2.—The local strike situation 
this morning presents possibilities 
which may develop a more serious 
aspect during the next few days. 
Following up the action of the Dom- 
inion government in discharging for 
all time the postal employes who 
went on strike, the authorities of the 
Canadian National railways, which, 
of course, is the Dominion govern- 
ment, have issued similar instructions 
regarding the employes of the Nation- 
al railways who went out on strike 
last week. In other words, they are 
to consider themselves permanently 
out of the employ of the government. 
These include the expressmen and 
baggagemen and freight clerks. 

The central strike committee have 
asked the citizens’ committee to with- 
draw all strike breakers. This was 
the request made last Saturday 
morning when the committee met, 
and the strike committee stated that 
if this was not done, all negotiations 
with the citizens’ committee would be 
broken off. A. H. Clarke, K.C., re- 
plied that he did not think that the 
citizens’ committee would recede 
from their position. An answer is 
expected this morning from the com- 
mittee. The committee of women 
have gone on record as being op- 
posed to the citizens’ committee em- 
ploying strike-breakers.

fall session. There is no immediate 
necessity for it, as the government is 
not contemplating an election and 
there is little likelihood of the govern- 
ment being forced to go to the coun- 
try. In the meantime some _ other 
controversial legislation, such as the 
highways act, may go marooned un- 
til the fall.

CLAIMS MORAL RIGHT 


“Germany hag npt only a- moral 
right to compliance with the general 
promises made it, but a_ firmly“ 
grounded, clearly-defined claim, ac:

A 
specific recognition of the right of 
Germany and of the German peoples 
to a peace of fight, justice and re- 
conciliation instead of the  para- 
graphed song of hate which was 
written at Versailles, is contained in 
the note of the American secretary 
of State Lansing, Nov. 5, 1918. 

“In it the secretary of state noti- 
fied the Swiss minister in Washing- 
ton unconditionally that the estab- 
lished basis of President Wilson’s 14 
points shauld be authoritative for the 
peace conditions. Secretary Lansing 
announced further that the Entente 
governments, after careful considera- 
tion, were also prepared to recognize 
the conditions set up by President 
Wilson as the basig for the conclu- 
sion of peace. 


GERMANY’S LIMITATIONS 


“It is not the German _ people's 
business to indicate how its rights 
shall be realized, but by the 14 points 
or especially by the note of Secre- 
tary Lansing. That, rather, is the 
task of those who constructed the 14 
points, and through them to accept- 
ance, thereby inducing Germany to 
lay down her weapons. We do not 
believe that President Wilson, Secre- 
tary Lansing and the American people 
can take other than this German 
standpoint if they do not wish to do 
that which President Wilson in his 
message of Dec. 4, 1917, condemned 
categorically when he said: “We 
would dishonor our own cause if we 
treated Germany other than justly 
manner and 
did not insist upon justice towards 
all, no matter how the war ended. 
We demand nothing which we are 
not ready ourselves to admit.’ 

“And the German people demand 
nothing more than that which Presi- 
dent Wilson announced in his dec- 
laration. We.,demand nothing more 
than that the Americans place the 14 
points opposite the peace terms. We 
do not believe that anyone in the 
United States will then have the 


s{courage to claim that there can be 


found in the peace conditions one 
single trace of President Wilson's 
programme. 

“And here begins America’s defin- 
ite duty to step in. America either 
mu&st put its fourteen points through 
or it must declare that it is unable 
to do so or that it does not want to vo 
80, so that in no “case may the world 
be.led to believe that America de. 
sires to have the peace conditions 
count as President Wilson’s 14 points. 

“That is our demand, to which we 
cling, and we cannot imagine what 
argument from the American side 
would be effective against it.”

STANDARD LIQUOR 
PRICES OBTAIN ; 
DRUGGISTS KICK 


Druggists of. Calgary are up in 
arms over the new fixed liquor prices, 
issued by the government, which set 
the retailers’ profit at 25 per cent. on 
the cost price of the liquor to him. 
In addition, the government price lst 
shows a considerable reduction in the 
price of various liquors, notably gin 
and Scotch whisky, as charged to the 
druggist, which makes a further re- 
duction all around. ~' 

Some of the druggists assert that 
the .new prices actually mean only 
20 per cent. profit to them on the 
selling price, according to the lst of 
fixed priceg issued by the attorney- 
general's department, and declare 
that it will be impossible for them 
to handle the liquor under these con- 
ditions. The government has a club 
in this respect, however, as the legis- 
lature, At the last session, authorized 
the government to sell Hquor on pre- 
scription, at retail prices, at the gov- 
ernment vendors’ shops. 


VENDOR'S OFFICE POPULAR 


The government vendor's location 
in Calgary is on Eleventh avenue and 
Fifth street west, and a big rush is 
anticipated there. The drug. stores, 
however, have an advantage in this 
respect, as the vendor's hours are 
from 9 to 12 a.m. and from 1:30 to 4 
p.m. only, whereas the most of the 
druggists are open all day and in the 
evening also. 


DRUGGISTS MAY FIGHT 


Some of the druggists declare they 
will keep right on selling liquor at 
whatever retail price they choose, as 
the government has no legal power 
to fix the price at which they can 
retail. When this was pointed out 
to D. C. Bayne, the Calgary govern- 
ment vendor, Mr. Bayne said that, 
was a legal question over which there 
might be some dispute; that he had 
nothing to do with it beyond notify- 
ing the druggists what the attorney- 
general's department had fixed re- 
tail prices at, and these retail prices 
would be the ones fixed by the ven- 
dor for filling prescriptions at the 
government shop. 

Another point Is that the serial pre- 
scription blanks which are to be fur: 
nished to all physicians by the ruling 
of the legisinture are not out of the 
hands of the government printer yet. 
However, the Calgary vendor’ says 
that the ordinary kind of physician's 
prescription can now Le filled at the 
government vendor's.

LOOK TOBORDEN 


TOLEAD CANADA 
OUT OF CRISIS 


IMPORTANT "INDUSTRIAL AND 


ECONOMIC LEGISLATION EX- 
* PECTED SOON. 


Ottawa, May 27.—There is good 
reason to believe that the return of 
Sir Robert Borden will be signalized 
by important industrial and economic 
legislation. Sir Robert was a mem- 
ber of the sub committee of the peate 
conference which prepared the labor 
memorandum, which has been des- 
cribed as labor’s magna charta. Sir 
Robert has been credited with having 
been largely responsible for the draft- 
ing of the memorandum. While. the 
principle laid down called for inter- 
national joint action, rather than 
national legislation, yet it is believed 
there will be some progressive meas- 
ures introduced at this parliament at 
the initiative of Sir Robert. He is 
being looked to confidently and hope- 
fully for leadership in this present in- 
dustrial crisis. It is unlikely legis- 
until the 
Mathers’ commission makes its re- 
port. It is expected this will be ready 
by the middle of June. 

In the meantime, the equally diffi- 
cult problem of the tariff will be be- 
fore the house. The budget will be 
‘taken up immediately on the return 
of Sir Robert and will be introduced 
next week. The exact nature of the 
budget is a state secret, but there are 
rumors current which will not down 
that there will be a substantial in- 
crease in the British preference. 
Lloyd Harris, chairman of the Cana- 
dian trade commission, who is re- 
turning with Sir Robert, has been ad- 
vancing a policy of imperial prefer- 
ence for the whole empire, and Sir 
George Foster has spoken along the 
game lines. There is a rumor there 
will be an increase to fifty per cent., 
but this is only rumor. The special 
war tariff of seven and one-half per 
cent. will probably be dropped on 
some lines, but retained on luxuries. 

It is also rumored steps will be 
takeu to deal with the cost of living 
problem.

It is pos- 
sible boards will be appointed to stop 
extortion and means will be taken to 
prevent hoarding. 


CANADA'S RECONSTRUCTION 
WILL BE FAITHFULLY DONE 


Ottawa, May 27.—Frankly recog: 
nizing that he has returned to Canada 
in disturbing times, Sir Robert Bor- 
den, replying to the civic welcome ex- 
tended to him, stated his belief Cana- 
dians would deal with their problems 
of reconstruction as well and faith- 
fully as they had fought the war. 
The prime minister's assertion was 
received with much applause, which 
was only equalled in volume when 
General Morrison, in closing his re- 
marks by way of final message to the 
Canadian people, stated that during 
the four years of war the Canadian 
corps had never retreated a step and 
never lost a single gun. 

“The hopeful spirit that sustained 
Canadians. during more than _ four 
years of war,” Sir Robert said, “will 
not be found tn the even more diffi- 
cult days of peace. If that spirit 
continues to inspire the people there 
will not be cause for slightest alarm. 
Canada stands in a_ splendid and 
hopeful position to face the world. Wa 
have great energy and great resourc- 
es and ours is a future if we do not 
waste our efforts. I believe that 
among a people so highly” endowed 
will be found some better method of 
solving our problems than some of 
those methods which have occasional- 
ly been in evidence in the past. I 
am as strongly defermined as any- 
one to do what part I can in remedy- 
ing any existing evils.

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THE ONE BIG UNION IDEA 


We received a letter last week from 
one A. J. Morley, ex-mayor of Vict- 
oria, asking us to run a long printed 
letter headed “Solidarity of Citizen- 
ship.” The article is strongly favor- 
able to the “One Big Union” idea, and 
contends that this is the only solu- 
tion to the business unrest in Can- 
This is the only thing that will 
keep the wheels of industry turning. 
Yet the very first chance they get 
they throw a monkey wrench into the 
wheels of industry and would smash 
our constitution as they are smashing 
the wheels of industry. The ‘One 
Big Union” idea should have no!} 
place in the hearts of the trade union-| 
ists of Canada, as we believe there 
never was a time when the govern-| 
ment and the people were more ready 
to meet labor half-way, there | never 
was a time when capital and labor 
were working harder to settle their 
differences. The “One Big Union” 
idea, in our opinion, is as near Bol- 
shevism as it is possible to get in 
Canada, and should be suppressed. 


S 
BOLSHEVISM IN CANADA. 


A prominent Western business man, 
who has much to do with Labor, says 
the opinion commonly held through- 
out Eastern Canada that the leaders 
of the revolutionary groups in West- 
ern labor centres are alien enemies 
or foreigners of some sort is withoul 
foundation in fact, says the Toronto 
Globe. Among the rank an‘ file of 
the organization that have been 
swept into the ‘One Big Union” tnove- 
ment there are many foreigners, but 
the real leaders of ‘direct action” are 
in most cases British-born or Eastern 
Canadian workmen in revolt against 
the trade union organization, which 
they regard as having failed to bring 
about the new industrial order prom- 
ised by labor reformers. 

These social revolutionaries are un- 
reservedly in favor of the application 
in Canada of the principles of Lenine. 
They cheer for Bolshevism, and cry 


out against any interference’ with 
Bela Kun's new Bolshevist State, 
built upon the ruins of Hungarian 
nationalism. It is necessary that the 


people of Canada should know what 
these extremists would put in the 
place of the present Federal, Provin- 
cial and civic governments had they 
the power to act. H. G. Alsberg, an 
evident sympathiser with revolution- 
ary methods in general, presents in 
The New York Nation a picture of 
conditions in Budapest under the 
Commune. His letter is dated March 
30th, and directs attention to the 
new code of laws necessary ‘when 
society has to be made over to attain 
the proletarian heart's desire.” 
Among the steps taken are “the 
communization of banks, of houses, 
of art collections, of factories. There 
are regulations restricting the” with- 
drawal of bank deposits to $400 per 
month, and cutting down all fortunes 
to the $10,000 level. There are new 
wage scales which bring the average 
of wages to $300 a month, and do not 
permit the experts and entrepreneurs 
to get more than $600 a month. Also 
there are laws which give the soldiers 
a total monthly wage of over $600." 
The home, the very foundation of 


civilization is swept away by the 
Hungarian Communists, as it has 
been by the Russians, for the com- 
munization of houses involves the 


surrender to the state not only of the 
ownership of the house that shelters 
the family, but of the right to decide 


who shall be lodged within each 
house. In Petrograd surplus rooms in 
the homes of good citizens were occu- 
pied by all sorts of undesirables on 
the orders of the Communal author- 
ities. 

Scarcely less dangerous to civiliza- 
tion than the destruction of the priv- 
acy of the home is the exclusion of 
all classes, save manual workers, 
from participation in the government 
of the country. Mr. Alsberg puts it 
thus: “Another feature, unpleasant to 
the capitalist, is the law governing 
the coming Soviet elections. In 
these elections only working people 
can vote; no capitalist will be allow- 
ed to cast a ballot. The barber who 
shaves me points out that he will be 
allowed to vote, but his ‘boss,’ who 
also works all day shaving customers, 
will not be permitted to do so, as he 
is a capitalist.” 

It may be asked why self-respect- 
ing men and women who are not man- 
ual workers suffer themselves to be 
excluded from the rights of citizen- 
ship without making a fight to retain 
their franchise. The reason is to be 
found in the fact that the Hungarian 
Red Guards, as Mr. Alsberg tells us, 
are paid twice as well as the work- 
men, and at a higher rate than the 
technical experts and superintendents 
who manage the factories of the 
commune. Force takes the place of 
justice, and men who are prepared to 
shoot down the protesting citizen, 
robbed of his property and his cit- 
izenship, are paid more highly than 
any other class of the community. 

The word of the revolutionary lead- 
ers is the supreme law. There is no 
other. We are told with evident ap- 
proval “that the old law courts have 
been abolished and revolutionary tri- 
bunals established where a lawyer 
may not show his face, except under 
penalty of death. The people's com- 
missary said in stern Cromwellian 
tones when appealed to by briefless 
barristers, “If you can't learn a use- 
ful handicraft, then you'll have to 
learn to sweep the streets.” 

Against the terrible tyranny that 
deprives men of their homes, their 
savings, their right to vote, their 
equality before the law, no protest is 
permitted. Public meetings are 
barred to opponents of the Soviet in 
Russia, while in Hungary Mr. Alsberg 
tells us: “To old-fashioned eyes this 
dictatorship of the proletariat may 
look oppressive. There is, for instance 
no such thing as a free Press in Hun- 
gary. All the newspapers have been 
nationalized, and write exactly as 
they are told; all look alike, and are 
alike uninteresting.” 

So that to the destruction of the 
home, the denial of the right of self- 
government, and the abolition of trial 
by legal process, the Bolshevists have 
added the throttling of the Press. 
For all except the Commissaries and 
their camp followers life under such 
conditions must be almost unendur- 
able. The autocracy of Czardom has 
been outdone by the autocracy of the 
Commune. Do the Canadians who 
cheer for the “One Big Union,” with 
its Bolshevist appeals, understand 
that one of the first measures of the 
“Reds” were they to succeed in im- 
posing their views upon the people 
of this country, would be the social- 
ization of houses, a step destructive 
immediately of the privacy of home 
life. and ultimately of home _ itself. 
There are in the Dominion hundreds 
of, thousands of workmen’s houses 
owned by the workmen themselves. 
How would they like the idea of turn- 
ing their homes over to a Communis- 
tic State so that the least thrifty and 
least progressive elements of the 
community would become equal own- 
ers with them of the houses ‘built by 
years of steady thrift? Yet that is 
involved in the form of Communism 
which Canadians are asked to initi- 
ate. 

The time comes for the taking of 
defensive measures of a drastic sort 
against those who would reproduce 
in Canada the conditions now. exist- 
ing in Russia and Hungary. 


ADMIRAL SIMS’ TRIBUTE 


Admiral Sims, the Canadian-born 
sailor who commanded the American 
naval forces in Huropean waters in 
the war, has returned home and was 
given a fine reception in New York. 
Like Admiral Rodman, who preceded 
him some weeks ago, he was. most 


hearty and cordial in his .tribute to 
He 


what the British navy had done. 


declared that but for the wonderful 
grit and endurance shown by the 
merchant seamen of the Allies, the 
war could not have been won. “There 
is no praise strong enough to reward 
their persistent gallantry,” he said, 
and he proceeded to give credit to 
the British navy for its work, point- 
ing out that at no time was_ the 
United States in a better position 
than ten to one with regard to anti- 
submarine craft. 

Admiral Sims says that never was 
there the slightest friction between 
the American navy and the British 
navy. The policy was adopted of 
having the ranking officer at a par- 
ticular spot take comniand there ir- 
respective of the number of vessels 
there. In other words, if Admiral 
Sims was the ranking officer, and had 
only one American vessel while the 
British had ten, he would be in com- 
mand. One of the reasons for the 
complete co-operation and . co-ordina- 
tion that was * maintained between 
the British ‘and American navies is 
explained in the following words: 
“From the first I adopted the policy 
that there should be absolutely no 
friction between the various nation- 
alities, and I issued orders that any- 
one criticizing the work of the other 
navies should be sent back home.” 


While The News published the list 
of names of those joining the 89th 
and other battalions from Red Deer, 
we were never able to obtain the 
names of those joining the 187th 
battalion.

ALLOWED TO STAND 


Objections ‘of James Weir 
Not Considered by the 
‘Committee 


(Edmonton Journal, Feb. 22, 1919) 

Whether it is advisable to permit 
mutual hail insurance societies to be 
operated in Alberta in competition with 
the government's municipal hail in- 
surance plan was the occasion of con- 
siderable discussion in the private bills 
committee of the legislature. The bill 
which brought about the discussion 
was that incorporating the “Fifty-Fifty 
Mutual Hail Insurance Society,” in- 
troduced by H. B. Atkins, member from 
Didsbury, one of the members of the 
proposed society. 

James Weir, Non-Partisan, Nanton, 
objected strenuously to the bill on the 
ground that the mutual society would 
come into direct competition with the 
vovernment’s scheme. The government 
municipal hail insurance plan will be 
voted on in the districts south of the 
Saskatchewan river on February 27 
next, and Mr. Weir contended that the 
legislature by approving the incorpora- 
tion of a mutual society in competition 
with that plan, was putting the govern- 
ment ina curious position. 

Support the Measure 

Mr. Atkins, Parker B. Reed, of Dids- 
bury, the spokesman for the bill, and 
Hon. A. G. MacKay, however, took the 
view that the society offered no more 
competition than the private companies 
will offer. It was pointed out that 
whereas, under the government scheme, 
farmers can insure only up to $8.00 an 
acre, under the provisions of the mu- 
tual society, they can take on addition- 
al insurance up to $20 an acre, so there 
was nothing to prevent farmers to in- 
sure in both. 

After considerable discussion of other 
technical points fn the bill, it was re- 
ferred back to the law clerk for a full 
report of its effect, and the committee 
adjourned to meet at the call of the 
chairman.—(Advt.)

London, May 28.—German business 
is preparing to accept the challenge of 
European and American industry to 
2% commercial battle for the world’s 
market, the moment peace is signed, 
according to information here. 

Two great rival German manufac- 
turers’ associations united recently in 
the “Imperial Association of German 
Industries” to “concantrate all forces 
of German life.” i 

Before the war South America was 
one of Germany's most profitable 
markets, and {t is expected that Ger- 
mans will try to win back what they 
have lost. 

German chemical firms are plan- 
ning a campaign of peaceful “pene- 
tration” to regain part of the monop- 
oly they enjoyed previous to: 1914. 
The chemical committe® of the Ger- 
man demotilization office and minis- 
try of agriculture has arranged a 1919 
program foy production of 70 per cent. 
of the normal output of fertilizers. 

Since the blockade stopped German 
exportation, America and the Allied 
countries of Europe have been com- 
pelled to build up giant chemical in- 
dustries of their own,* aud these 
sources are now successfully supply- 
ing Germany's” former customers. 
From the desert regions of Arizona 
and the mountainous rim of the Im- 
perial valley in California, American 
companies are drawing large quanti- 
ties of potash and other chemicals 
equally as good as Germany's. Many 
of these deposits have been discover. 
ed and exploited entirely as a result 
of the withdrawal of German pro- 
ducts needed by American industry. 

German factories ure feverishly 
hurrying back to a peace basis. 
Krupps plants are already turnng out 
machinery which already Leing 
sold in Holland for a price with which, 
Dutch manufacturers cannot com- 
pete. Advices from The Hague de- 
clare the machinery is disposed of 
below actual cost of production. 

Throughout the war German plants 
maintained their production of fron 
and steel goods at peace figures— 
despite the los&S in imports of ores, 
according to the Anglo-American 
Trade Journal. 

Several ‘new German foreign trad- 
ing companies—export and import— 
have been organized recently.

AMERICA’S WAR 
MACHINE STILL 
TAKES SUPPLIES 


VAST STORES BEING TURNED 
OUT REGARDLESS OF CON- ° 
FLICT’S END. 


(By United Press.) 

Washington, May 28.—America is 
finding it almost as difficult to stop 
her war preparation as it was to 
start it. 

The war department at present is 
accepting huge. quantities of war ma- 
terial. Though most of it will not be 
needed in the near future, unless 
someone starts a new war, the army 
has found it cheaper to finish much of 
the work already begun when the 
armistice was signed than to abandon 
it. 

Some of the items accepted since 
the armistice are: 976 75-millimeter 
guns (the famous French 75) with 
5,567,000 rounds of high explosive and 
2,751,000 rounds of shrapnel for them; 
894 6-ton tanks (light whippet type); 
247 155- millimeter guns with 414,000 
high: explosive shells for them; 41,000 
Browning automatic rifles’; 30,000 
Browning machine guns; 118,000,000 
pounds of smokeless powder; 2,417 
5-ton tractors for hauling heavy artil- 
lery ; 124,000,000 pistol and 570,000,- 
000 rifle cartridges ; 666,000 tin hats; 
56 S-inch howitzers ; 347,000 model 
1917 rifles (modified Enfields); 115,- 
000 automatic pistols; 12,000,000 
pounds of T.N.T. and _ 25,000,000 
pounds of ammonium nitrate. 

In the case of tanks and 75-milll- 
meter guns, over 75 per cent. of the 
total production was completed after 
the armistice.

~ SCHOOL INSPECTION [BERLIN PEOPLE 


It- is. doubtless’ generally believed 
that country school children are 
healthier and more vigorous than the 
city children of school age. 

In a recent report of the Indiana 
State Board ‘of Health, Dr. J. N. 
Hurty, who is a pioneer in the field of 
rural hygiene, presents a very differ- 
ent viewpoint. He says: : 

In one rural school of 27 children, 
I found 
children, and 5 of these were actually 
starving. One little wizened girl had 
had one batter cake with molasses for 
breakfast, and in her dinner bucket 
for lunch was one soggy biscuit and 
one small apple. All of the twenty- 
seven pupils in this school needed 
medical attention. There was not a 
child that did not have two or three 
decayed teeth. Every child had suf- 
fered froni. one or more attacks of 
so-called “colds” during the winter, 
and sixteen said they had had colds 
since school opened in the fall. There 
was not a clean tongue in the school ; 
even the teacher wore a coat, and 
she, too, had several decayed teeth. 
One child had a running ear; seven 
had defectBe sight, every child had 
dirty ears, dirty neck and dirty scalp, 
and of course we found diseased ton- 
sils, enlarged neck glands, pigeon 
chests and eruptions. One girl, fif- 
teen years old, still in the third grade, 
suffered with dementis praecox. The 
word hospital should have been over 
the door instead of District School 
No. 3.” 

No comprehensive survey of rural 
school conditions has ever been made 
in Alberta, so it is impossible to de- 
termine if the Alberta conditions in 
this respect are as bad or worse than 
they afe in Indiana. As an evidence 
of what we may expect to find con- 
cerning the heaith of our rural school 
children, we quote the following ex- 
tracts from an inspection made by 
one of the five deputy state health 
officers of Wisconsin :- 

“In one rural school where 29 child- 
ren were examined, 21 of them had 
enlarged tonsils, 4 cases of adenoids 
were found, 22 children with defective 
teeth and 5 children with defective 
vision.” The deputy states in clos- 
ing his report that at least 50 per 
cent. of the children in this school 
are in need of medical or surgical 
treatment.

ANNUAL VEGETABLES | 


It is a comparatively easy matter 
to grow ones own supply of seed of 
the ordinary garden crops. Accord- 
ing to Circular No. 17 of the Dom- 
inion Experimental Farm home-grown 
seed is as good or better than im- 
ported seed. Care should, .however, 
be taken to select as mother plants 


the best plants~in the garden rather | 


than those which happen to have been 
left in the garden unused. The 
Circular entitled “Home Grown Seed 
of Annual Vegetables,” obtainable 
from the Publications Branch of the 
Department of Agriculture at Otta- 
wa, gives directions for growing and 
caring for the seeds of such garden 
crops as beans, corn, peas, lettuce, 
melons, tomatoes, and a number of 
others grown in most parts of Cana- 
da.

HAVE GONE MAD 
_ OVER GAMBLING 


FIVE HUNDRED CLUBS FORMED 
WHERE MILLIONS ARE’ LOST 
’ NIGHTLY / 


Berlin, May 28.—Monte Carlo was 
a gambler’s kindergarten compared to 
“gambling Berlin” yesterday. In 
Monte Carlo you could get gambler’s 
excitement with a five france piece; 
in Berlin the lowest bet is fifty marks. 
While there was a limit at Monte, 
you may put fifty thousand marks on 
a single card in Berlin. 

If you are a stranger in Berlin, just 
ask the chauffeur to drive you to one 
of the five hundred gamblers’ “clubs” 
Berlin has today. Your looks will 
tell the chauffeur the class of club 
which: he had better take you to. 
There are all kinds, from the law class 
den to the most fashionable with 
special rooms for ladies, dancing 
halls and dining rooms, where din- 
ners, Wines, liquors and coffees are 
served at half cost price. The film 
star sits beside the butcher-war- 
grafter; the countess beside the horse 
dealer ; the baker’s wife beside the 
coquette. 

Isxcept for some lotteries and raf- 
fles, at most of the ciubs the play is 
“Baccarat,” and the club owners 
ret five per cent. of the sums raised 
from the auctioning of the bank, tak- 
ing place every hour at least. The 
“card money” or fees, together with 
the percentage, amounts to some- 
what between 25,000 and 40,000 marks 
per night at the biggest clubs. The 
directors get over 100,000 marks per 
year. 

At no time in history has there been 
s0 much gambling at such high stakes. 
}At some clubs 5,000,000 marks are 
changing hands each night. The gam- 
blers want to have all the action out 
‘of their fortunes before either the tax 
collector or the Bolsheviks get them. 

But not only the wealthy are infect- 
ied with the bacillus. In the streets 
‘of Berlin pevple may be seen.to lose 
‘fifty or more marks at a single turn 
at roulette. One day a soldier, hav- 
ing lost 500 marks, arrested’ the 
j bankholder and, being attacked by 
‘the latter's friends, threw a hand 
grenade, killing himself and wound- 
| tne several others. 

The real gambling fever began dur- 
ing the last two years of the war and 
seemingly has not reached its highest 
point yet. During the last four weeks 
about two hundred new clubs have 
been licensed. One of the new rights 
‘the revolution has provided for every 
| free citizen” seems to be a gam- 
bling club of his own. 

To prevent robbery of the clubs the 
military authorities provide the clubs 
with guards according to the size of 
them. In order to draw the custom- 
“ers the owners give weekly free din- 
, ners of a large number of courses and 
all the champagne you want to drink.
